Maysvllles first Tobacco Fair and 
Corn Show has passed Into history, 
leaving hundreds of people in the city 
and county greatly pleased with the 
three daya festivities The total num- 
ber of paid admissions for the three 
days will run considerably over 6,onn 
and then add those who bad compli- 
mentary tickets the number will resch 
the 7,500 attendance mark. 

Prom the moment of the opening of 
the fair, Thursday noon, until its close 
near midnight no one that had aeon 
the Liberty In all of its glory ever said 
anything that would hinder others 
from coming. They told each other 
how good It was and what a great suc- 
cess It was. Undoubtedly It wae one 
ot the greatest things ever pulled off 
<n this city. 

A great deal of the credit for the 
success of the fair is due to Superin- 
tendent T. P. Boone. Mr. Roone seem- 
ed to be everywhere at once and had 
every detail completely mastered. His 
assistants, Mr. A. M. January and Mr. 
T E Foley also worked untiringly for 
the success of the fair and their ef 
forts were crowned with success.

/ornia left no doubt as to the ..--election of President Wilson, Wtd 
neaday night telegraphed him his 
for a successful administration. 

In his expression of good wishes Judges Hughes voices the senti 
menl of every patriotic American. No man, no matter what his poli 
tical convictions may be, would have evil befall his country merely 
to gratify his dislike for an individual or because he disagreed politi 
eally with the party for the moment in control of the machinery of 
government. 

During the campaign just closed The Lender did all that it could 
to assist in the election of Judge Hughes, but it cast no reflections 
whatever cither upon the personal integrity or the patriotism of 
President Wilson or any of his supporters. 

Many of the opposition newspapers went so far as to chart;, 
that President Wilson, in his negotiations with the railroad brothei 
hoods, acted with a deliberate purpose to manufacture politicnl enp 
tal out of the crisis with which he and the Nation were eonfrontei 
and that his primary intention was to win the votes of workingmcti 
throughout the country with a promise of a universal eight-hour lnw 
The Leader did not join this assault upon the integrity of the Presi 
dent. Tt believed then, as it believes now. that in this particular in 
stanco the President merely displayed the same lack of firmness nivl 
decision which characterized his conduct in some other crises, na- 
tional and international, and which we fear he will continue to ex 
hibit during the coining four years. 

No reasonable man doubts that President Wilson is sincere an.! 
honest, and no one hiis cause to believe that he would under any cii 
cumstanccs be disloyal to the best interests of the people of this Ni 
tion, but he cannot well change bis nature, and if he fails during the 
next four years to overcome the faults for which he has been so frecl.v 
criticised by leading men and conservative newspapers of all shado 
of politicnl belief, the country must do the best it can to overconn 
the inevitable consequences of a changeful and capricious course o< 
conduct in the White House. 

It is possible, of course, and let us hope it may come true, that 
in his second term as President Mr. Wilson mny summon to the cn!> 
inet tiible men of notnblc ability and strong character, and that h( 
will more studiously follow the examples set by some of his illustrious 
predecessors and be in some degree cruido.l by the counsels of hi> 
chosen advisors. 



It cannot be said that the election settled anything except thai 
the country, prosperous and well-fed, was content to pursue the old 
familiar and easy process of "letting well enough alone " trusting 
to luck and the future to take care of things generally. 

It is of small moment to the country nt large, or to the averagt 
man, who is resident of the United States, or which party is in power 
if the affairs of government arc wisely and economically administer 
ed and the policies pursued are designed to and actually promote the 
social aud commercial welfare of the whole people. 

It is therefore a source of regret that the conditions which grew 
out of the war in Europe interfered with a fair and square try-out ol 
some of the principles of government laid down by successive Demo 
eratic platforms and enacted into law by the Congress which cam. 
into power with the election of 1012. 

Except for the war the country would by this time have had 
an opportunity to observe the effects of the free trade tendencies ol 
the Democratic party as exemplified in the Underwood act. Had tin 
manufacturing industries of the country, under normal condition 
survived the first shock of the charges made in the customs dues by 
the rT nderwood act and there had been a reaction which would hnv. 
dome titrated that, the Republican policy of protection was rallaeioti 
and not now necessary to the country's welfare, the re election 0 
President Wilson might well have been anticipated and would not 
have given many voters cause for apprehension. 

Unless the Democratic statesmen during tl usuing four yean 

abandon their traditional free trade convictions, the people of thi 
United States should have full opportunity to study the relative 
merits und eonse.|ueiiccs of the divergent theories of revenue an.! 
taxation advocated by tin- two leading political parties and which 
nu>r< than anything else, mark the line <>•' cleavage between them. 

Should the war in Kuropc be prolonged, however, for two oi 
three years, there will be small chance for an actual test of the L T H 
derwood act and the next campaign, in the absence of some unexpect 
ed issue sporadic in its nature, will be little different from the one 
recently ended.— Lexington Leader.

OUR VULNERABLE TRADE POSITION 

Wo live too much in the present. While nomists hciv and 

there are urging the United States to tuke thought of the morrow 
the nation is rushing headlong to new high peaks of consumption 
production, and extravagance. Many accept prosperity as an inher- 
ent right which needs no wfegnarda, The war has jjiven us advant- 
ages which I mny people will not admit that peace can take away. 

Prices arc so high that cost accounting systems arc thrown over- 
board. What matted an iiM-iense of 8Q per cent, in the expenses of 
production w hen the buyers are paying perhaps KM) per cent, more? 

Europe will not always be at war. and when peace returns the 
nations now out of the running will again be competitors for the 
trade that the United States has almost monopolized. They will have 
every incentive to produce as cheaply as possible in order to export 
lo the last penny what is not absolutely required at home. The loss 
of men in battle— terrible as it has been may seriously lessen the out 
put of held and factory, for women have been recruited to take 
the places of men, snd industry is co-ordinated as never before. 
Our trade balance in September was $384,719,000, but two years ago 
it was only * l(j,34t,000. and for the five months preceding that 
September we imported mole than we exported. It is folly to be 
Mere that wc can permanently hold any considerable portion of oui 
present wonderful foreign trade unless we prepare to me t the situa 
tiou that will confront us within a very few years, and possihlv 
within a few months, after the end of the great war.— The Annalist

Atlantic City. N. J , November 24— 
A protocol, provlilltiR for the condi- 
tional withdrawal of the American 
troops now In Chihuahua, Mexico, and 
for the military control for the border, 
with supplemental stipulation that the 
t'nited States stroops ghall bo sent lute 
Mexico in pursuit of bandits nt any 
time the Amcrlcnn Kovcrnment deenm 
It necesnnry. was signed here today 
by the members of the Mcxlean-Amcrl- 
Ican Joint commission. 

One of the official copies wan tnki ■ 
by Alberto J. I'anl, of the Mexican 
commission, who left here tonight fm 
New York, whensc he will start Mon- 
day for Querelnro. where he will sub- 
mit It to flcncral Vemistiano Carrnnsn 
for his npproval. The other copy will 
be delivered lo the American govern- 
ment by Secretary of the Interior 
Franklin K. Lane* chairman of the 
American commission, who left hot 
Ms today for Washington. 

Other Problem* Held I p 
If the protocol Is rntified by the 
two governments the commission 
convene again December 8. to resume 
discussion of other questions affect- 
ing the two countries, especially those 
relating to the protection of the lives 
md property of Americans and other 
foreigners In Mexico. If nrtlllcnllon bv 
•ither government Is withheld. the 
work of the commission will be de- 
clared at an end. 

Following Is a paraphrase of the 
mrement to which the Inst signature 
was affixed at 3:4!" o'clock this after- 
loon : 

"Pint, The American troops now 
In Chihuahua, command. .1 by General 
John J. Pershing, skill be withdrawn 
within forty days from the approval 
of the protocol by the respective gov- 
ernments, provided thst within that 
time the condition in that part of 
Mexico has not become such as to en- 
langer the American border. In such 
event the llmo-jfliull be extended. 

Second. The Mexican armies 
Uiall pntrol the Mexican side of the 
border and the American army, the 
American side, but this shnll not pre- 
clude co-operation between the two 
forces to preserve pence upon the bol- 
der. 

'Third. It shall he left lo the com- 
manding officers of the armies on th« 
border of both nations to enter Into 
such arangements for co-operation in 
operation against Mexican haMI 
whenever It is possible. 

Supplemental Agreement Kigned 
The right of the American govern- 
ment to send troops across the bonlei 
in pursuit of bandits sras not Incor 
porated in the protocol, hut was in ;i > I. 
the subject of a supple ntnl mem- 
orandum. The Mexicans bad contend- 
ed earnestly against signing any agree 
ment In which they appeared to sanc- 
tion what they termed the violation 
of their national territory. It was 
the agreement of the Americans Anal- 
ly to content themselves with sta'inu
